than 25%, thus immunizing large 
fortunes, and throwing the burden 
of taxation on the poorer people, 
with a sales tax of from 6 to 10 
per cent. 

4. Put Social Security on a pay- 
|aS-you-go basis, throwing away the 
|reserves, and thus wrecking the 
whole system. 

5. Tremendous cuts in Labor

tell me why a shot of penicillin 
costs so much? How much does 
the penicillin itself cost?” 

A. T. R., Atlanta, Ga. 

Answer: According to the Manu- 
facturing Chemists Association, the 
present wholesale cost of a dose of 
penicillin is 48 cents. Some indi- 
vidual doctors may pay more. The 
doctor’s fee of course includes di- 
agnosis and prescription. But since 
the penicillin itself does not cost 
much these days, the doctor’s fee 
including a dose of penicillin 
should not be much more than 
without penicillin. 

HOT WATER HEATERS: “I 
want a reliable hot water heater. I 
find the prices range from $92 to 
$192 for 30-gallon capacity, in- 
stalled. I don’t know why the de- 
luxe models would be any more 
practical than the standard mod- 
els. Please advise.” 

—Mrs. M. G., East Pepperell, Mass 

Answer: Often a “deluxe” appli- 
ance means merely the addition of 
extra gadgets which don’t add to 
basic usefulness. In the case of 
water heaters, however, the so- 
called “deluxe” heaters may have 
advantages. A good heater and 
tank save fuel. However, that 
doesn’t mean the most expensive 
is necessarily the best buy. Some- 
times you pay extra for a name. 
Compare values on the basis of 
specifications. First of all, the best 
heaters carry a 10-year warranty 
or guarantee on both the heating 
element and the tank. 

If you’re buying a gas heater, 
make sure it carries American Gas 
Association approval; if electric, it 
should have the Underwriter 
Laboratories seal. These seals as- 
sure you the heater model has been 
approved for safety. To some ex- 
tent the seals indicate careful man- 
ufacture but should not be consid- 
ered a decisive sign of high quality. 
One of the most important factors 
in economical operation of a heater 
is how well it’s insulated. The best 
heaters have 214-3 inches of insula- 
tion, some of the cheaper ones only 
one inch.
